thcro has been no record of in tho 
history of milling 
in

Tho bowlder weighed about half a 
ton, and its valuo is anything from 
58,000 to 
810,000. 
It was 
found 
byVilliam Tuckor and John Doylo 
both old 
prospectors, 
and 
they 


looso 


havo kept tho facts to thomsclves 
heretofore becauso 
of tho chance 
that thcro was moro 
silver 
whoro 
this lump camo from, and thoy 
de- 
sired to got tho best location 
for 
themsolvcs 
before letting 
the rest 
of tho world into tho secret. 
Tho find was made on 
tho 
15th 
of June. 
The men had been pros 
pecting in tho Doath 
Valloy 
min- - 


inK region and had started 
across 
country to tho Grand 
Canyon 
of 
the Colorado to get 
into 
a 
little 
pleasanter region for their summer 
work. 
They were camped 
on tho Beach' 
cmmicrant road lust where the cut 
off comes down over tho 
low 
roll- 
ing hills 
to 
tho 
railroad 
track, 
about four miles from Peach Springs 
and tho nugget was lying 
within 
300 feet of tho railroad 
track and 
not more than 
100 feet from 
tho 
main wagon 
road. 
It 
projected 
from tho hillsido in plain 
view 
of 
tho road, and stood in such a 
posi- 
tion that moio than one 
man 
had 
probably sat upon it to gaze up .or 
down tho railroad 
track, 
lioing 
exactly similar in appearance 
to 
hundreds of other 
looso rooks 
in 
that region it had escaped partic- 
ular notice until Mr. Tucker 
camo 
along and rested his hand upon it. 
Both Doyle and Tucker 
aro old 
miners, and Tucker especially 
was 
struck with tho peculiar 
"feel" of 
this bowlder. 
lie is familiar witl: 
tho form of silver known as "black 
metal," found in tho dolomite 
linie-ston- o 
in tho Mescal 
mino in 
Cali- 
fornia, and 
almost intuitvely 
it 
sliuck him that hero 
was a piece 
of the samo black metal. 
IIo had gone out 
to 
bring 
his 
horsos into 
camp 
when tho rock 
attracted his attention, and trying 
to break off a fragment ho 
discov- 
ered that tho rock was solid metal. 
IIo tried to lift it. but could not 
and thdn 
Dos" 
to help him. 
A little 
digging disclosed a bowldor in tho 
shapo of an oblong oval, something 
liko tho back ot a turtle, auout two 
and a half feet long, of tho samo 
width, and 
ono foot thick. 
Tho 
top was smooth and lustrous, and 
tho under surfacs was coated with 
scales of the black motal. 
Mr. Tucker says tho nugget 
has 
all tho appearance of having 
been 
thrown up from a great 
vein and 
smelted by tho flow of the lava 
which abounds in that region, 
cool- 
ing in tho form 
in 
which it was 
found; and this theory is borne out 
by tho find of at least a dozen 
sim- 
ilar pieces, 
though 
much smaller 
in tho samo vicinity. 
These pieces 
of puro silver weighed from five to 
fifty pounds each. 
Tuckor and Doylo havo 
located 
a mining claim whoro tno bowlder 
was lounu anu 
intend 
10 sunt 
a 
shaft and drift 
in 
search 
of the 
main vein. 
Mr. Tucker says that in 1883 a 
piece 
of smelted silver weighing 
tour pounds was found by "William 
Hooker two miles west 
ot 
1'cacli 
Springs, but attraetcd'no attention, 
tho supposition being that it had 
been stolon from a Mexican smelt- 
er and subsequently 
lost by tho 
thief.
